earth the Goſpel of Saluation , till at length by 
tyranny of the Prieſtes , hee was guiltleſly con- 
demned vnder Pontius Pilate, the Preſident 
of Iury , and moſt flanderoufly hanged on the 
Crofle betweene -rwo theeues , as a rotorious 
weſpaſſer , where raking vpon him the puniſh. 
ment. of our {innes , hee deiiuered ys from the 
curſe of the law, 


An4 for as much as. he being onely God» 


could not feele death , neither b2ing. onely 
man , could ouercome death , hee ioyned both 
together , And ſuftered his humanirte to be pu- 
nithed with moſt cruell death , feeling in him= 
ſelfe the anger and ſeuere in%gement of God, 


.euen as hee hadbene in extreame torments of 


hell, and therefore cryed with a loud voyce, 
My God , my God , why haſt thou forſaken 
me ? Thus of his mercie : without compnliion, 
hee offered vp himſelfe as the onely ſacrificeto 
purge the finnes of all the world , {o that all 
other ſacrifices for ſinne , are blaſphemous and 
derogate from the ſufliciencie hereof , which 
death, albeit it .did ſufficiently reconcile vs to 
God ,yert the Scriptures commonly doe attri- 
bute our regeneration to his reſurrection, For 
as byrtiſing againe from the graue,the third day 
hee conquered death , euen {0 the victorie of 
our faith ſtandeth in his reſurre&ion:and there- 
fore without the one , wee cannot feele the 
benefites of the other, For as by his death 
ſinne was taken away , ſo our righteouſnefſe 
"was reſtored by his reſurretion. And be- 
cauſe hee would accompliſh all things , and 
rake poflefion for vs in his kingdome , he a{(- 
znded into heauen, to enlerge the ſame king- 
dome , by the aboundant power of his ſpirit, 
by whom wee are moſt aſſured of his continue 
all interceſſion towards God the Father for ys, 


And although hee be in heauen as touch- 


Jog his corporall preſence , where the Father 


hath now fer him-at/his right hand, commit- 
ting vnto him the adminiſtration of all things, 


. as well in hzauen aboue , as in earth beneath : 


yet is hee preſent with vs his members, euen 
rothcend ofthe world, in ——— and go- 
- uerning vs with his effeEtuall power and grace; 
who when all-chings are fulfilled , which GOD 
ath ſpoken by-the mouth of all his Prophets, 
nce the world began , will come in the ſame 
ifible forme , in the which he aſcended; with 


an vnſpeakeable Maicſtie , power, and&om- 


any , to ſeperate the Lambes from the Goates,

-whether hee be aline-then, or dead before, 


. Moreouer,, -I beleeue- and- confeſſe the 


holy, Ghoſt, God .cquall with the Father,

and the Sonne, who regenetateth and ſanAi- 
herh vs, ruleth and guideth vs vnto all truetd, 
per{wading moſt afſuredly in onr conſciences 
that wee be the-children of G OD, brethren 
to Teſus Chrilt , and fellow heires with him of 
life enerlaſting : yet notwithſtanding it is not 
ſufficient to beleeue that G OD is omnipotent 
and mercifull, that Chriſt hath made farisfac=- 
tion , or that the holy Ghoſt hath-his.power 
and effeCt , except wee doe apply the ſame bee 
nefites to vs which are Gods elect, 


I belecue therefore and confefſe one holy 
Church , which as members of 1eſus Chriſt, 
the onely head thereof, conſent in faith , hope, 
andcharitie, viing the gifts of God, whether 
they be temporall or ſpirituall, ro the profit 
and furtherance of the ſame, which Church is 
nortſcene to mans eye, but onely-knowne to 
God, whe of the loſt ſonnes of Adam , hath 
ordained ſome as veflels of wrath to damna« 
tion , and hath choſen others as veſlels of his 
mercy to be ſaned ; the which in due time hee 
calleth to integririe of life, and godly conuerſa. 
tio,tomake them a glorious Church m himſelfe, 


But that Church which is viſible , and 
ſeeneto the eye, hath three tokens and markes 
whereby it may be knewen, Firſt , the word 
of GOD , conteined in the olde and new 
Teſtament, which as it is aboue the authori- 
tie of the ſame Church, and onely ſufficient 
to inſtru& vs in all _— concerning falua« 
tion : {oitis left for all degrees of men , to 
reade and vnderſtand. For without this word, 
n:ither Church , Counſell , nor decree , can 
eſtabliſh any point touching ſ{atuation : The ſe« 
cond is , the holy Sacraments , to wit, of Bap« 
tiſme , and rhe Lord Supper , which Sacra- 
ments Chrift hath lefr vntoys, as holy fignes 
and ſeales of Gods promiſes. For as by Bap« 
tiſme once receiued , is ſignified , that wee (as 

ell Infantesas others of age and diſcretion) 
being ſtrangers from G OD by originall ſinne, 
are receiued into his familie and congrega« 
tion -, with full aſſurance, that although this 
roote of finne lye hide in vs, yet to the E. 
le& it ſhall not be imputed : So the Supper 
geclareth that GOD as a moſt provilent 
Fathey , doth _ nor onely fezede our bodies, 
but alſo fpirituaily nouriſheth qur ſoules 
with the graces and benefites of Ieſus Chriſt, 
(which the Scripture calleth eating of his fleſh, 
and drinking of his blood) neither muſt wee 
in the adminiſtration of theſe Sacraments fol. 
low mans fantalie , but as Chriſt himſelfe 
hath ordained , ſo muſt they be admiaiſtred, 
and by ſuch as by ordinary vocation are there- 
vnto call:d, Therefore whoſoener reſeructi 
and worſhippeth theſe Sacraments , or contra- 
riwiſe contemneth them in time and place, pro« 
cureth to himſelfe damnation, | . 


The third marke of this Church, is Eccle- 
Haſticall Diſcipline , which ftandeth in ad- 
monition and correcion of faultes. The fi 
nall end whereof is Excommunication , b 
the conſent of the Church determined , if the 


oftender' be*obftinare > And, beſides this Ec- 


clehalticall Dilcipline , I acknowledge to be- 
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long to his. Church , a politicke Magiſtrate, 
that miniſtreth ro every man iuſtice, detending 
the good and puniſhing the euiJl. Torwhom wee 
mult render honour an1 obedience in all things 
which are not contrary to the wordof God. And 
as Moſes, Ezekias, Ioftas,and other good rulers, 

urged the Church of God from ſuperſtition and 
idolatrie , ſo the defence of Chrifts Church ap- 

ertaineth_ to Chriſtian Magiſtrates , again all 
Idolatcrs andHeretickes,as Papiſts, Anabapriſts, 
with ſuch like limbs of Antichriſt, to root out all 
do&rine of Diuels and men, as the Maſle, Purga- 
torie , Limbus patrum, prayers to Saints , and for 
the dead, free-will,diftin&ion of meates, apparel, 
and dayes. vowes of fingle life , preſence at [doll 
ſeruice, mans merits with ſuch like, which draw 
vs from the ſocietie of Chrifſts Church , wherein 
Aandeth onely remiſon of finnes purchaſed by
